Perhaps you can supply the answers to some 
questions on the Continental Currency dollar 
of 1776. 

While it would seem that neither the dollar, 
nor the Fugio cents,are legal tender, I’m 
puzzled as to why replicas of these pieces 
aren't on the market (as in the case of so 
many other pieces ** pine Tree shilling, etc.) 

I’ve seen a brief reference to restrikes of 
the Continental dollar that appeared in con¬ 
nection with the 1876 Philadelphia Exposition. 
The question is: did the federal government 
authorize these restrikes? if not, would it 
be permissible for anyone to issue replicas? 

At the present time, I’m endeavoring to find 
a restrike] either in copper, or otherwise.

I am glad to answer your letter of September h, I960. 

Relative to the Continental Dollar, I should imagine you would 
want to obtain an original one. The only replicas which were 
made were made by Haseltine for the 1876 exposition in Phila- 
?! lp £ i£ ; &n ? are rather scarce. They were not authorized by 
the Federal government. If you have in mind issuing of repli¬ 
cas, I know of nothing to stop you as the coin in question 
was never formally approved by any Federal law. A complete 
description of the replica is in Kenney*s pamphlet entitled 
Struck Copies of American Coins'*. Likewise, a reference to 
the struck copy is in ray paraphlet on the 1776 Continental 
Dollar, published in 195>2. There have never been any restrikes. 

As to the Fugio copper, these are common enough so that anyone 
who wants one can obtain an original. There are restrikes 
from certain of these dies, the most common being the New 
* r ® stri T ke * Also a replica which was issued by a gentle- 
™ JlVJersey. This coin is an official issue of the 

United States government and, in my opinion, would not be 
proper to use as the basis of a replica. 

If I can be of further help to you, please advise me.
